The sympathetic and autonomic 
nervous control cannot be lnfluenced_or regulated 
or adjusted through the spinal nervous system, as 
a mere matter of elementary physiology—one of 
the practical subjects not included in the common 
school curriculum. 
In the myxoneurotlc state (the state of the indi- 


vidual with mucous colitis) there is generally a 
preponderance of autonomic nervous action over 
the sympathetic, and this Is known to physicians 
at the vagotonic state or vagotonia, another name 
for the autonomic nervous system, being- the vagus.

One day while visiting my former 


home in Appleton, I walked through 
the Silent City adjacent to the town. 
As I read the names over the doors 
o£ the sepulchres along the way it 
seemed to me as though I was seeing 
again the signs above the stores and 
offices of most of the old friends of 
my early business years. After grad- 
uating from Lawrence, I jumped at 
the first job offered me, which was 
that of reporter for 
the 
Appleton 


Post. 
My parents were well known 


people of the town and I had been 
born and raised in Appleton and knew 
most of the business men more or 
less to start with. My employment 
i-peedily brought me in closer contact 
with them. Naturally most of these 
men were considerably older than I, 
which is why, after ihe intervening 
years, I now find most of them gath- 
ered in the new, communion under the 
pirns and cedars just - outside 
the 


town, on the hill above the river. 


THE REPORTER'S WORK 


If there is any other employment 


than that of newspaper reporter, es- 
pecially in a small city, that puts a 
person in closer touch with a larger 
number of men of all sorts, I do not 
know what it Is. Unlike the modern 
way I was not sent out on assign- 
ments, which might take me to this 
person today and that one tomorrow. 
T was responsible for all the local 
news that went into our little daily, 
w hich was practically all the news 
it contained, as the "telegraph" was 
nothing but "boiler plate," two days 
old when it reached us by express 
bright and early each morning for 
our four o'clock afternoon edition.

but his favorite employment was that 
of attempting to bring his friends and 
others fo hts own way of thinking. 
His views on most 
subjects 
were 


good, nnd It was the Intolerance of 
their expression, tsoni&tlmos 


panied by a, superior curling of tne 
lip. which made it so hard for people- 
to accept them. 
One was made to 


feel that In abandoning his own op.n- 
lon for Lord George's he was proving 
himself a mental clod, who ought to 
have known better long ago. I nev- 
e>- argued with Lord George except 
upon one topic, for the rest I was 
content to listen and perhaps (not 
having committed myself to the con- 
trary) give seeming assent 
to 
his 


pronouncements. 
However, 
on this 


one point we fought many a wordj 
battle, neither side apparently gain- 
ing substantial advantage. The stiug- 
Rio was over his declaration that he 
did not need to advertise in our pa- 
per, tho more or less obvious deduc- 
tion being that the measly two hun- 
dred dollars a year that he did pay 
us for advertising was chucked to 
us as a charity, like a bone to a starv- 
ing dog

.miles to trade with me 
Tou couldn't 


keep them away If you tried 
I have 


the big store and the people know 
they can get what they want here at 
the lowest prices. I don't have to tell 
them -\\hat I have on sale this week 
or what I expect to have on sale 
next week. They know I go to New 
York four times a year and that I 
buy the same goods that Marshall 
Field does, at just as low prices, and 
furthermore that I import many of 
my goods directly fiom Great Brit- 
ain and the Continent. They know 
they can get what they want here. 
Why should I advertise'" George 
Peabody was one of the first three 
or four men In town to own an au- 
tomobile, but it was long before that 
he started his campaign 
for 
good 


streets and good roads. 
He 
talked 


them unceasingly, to the city council, 
the county board and his friends and 
business associates generally. All lis 
tened and said yes, yes and no, no, at 
the proper places, but no one lifted a 
linger of actual effort to improve the 
thoroughfares.

He did so, choosing naturally and 
quite properly, although his enemies 
did not fall to call attention to it, 
the street In front of his own resl 
dence. He built the street of macad- 
am, deeply excavated, with great flag- 
stones at the bottom, and on top of 
them broken stone in. many layers of 
uniform sizes from large to 
small, 


each layer rolled to the last degiee of 
solidity by a. huge steam roller hired 
at prodigious expense from a more 
fortunate municipality. 
This street 


when completed was a model of per- 
fection, but people said x\ith 
truth 


that the cost made such streets pro- 
hibitive In a 
place 
like Appleton. 


Nevertheless 
some 
of the seed of 


George Peabody's sowing must have 
fallen on good ground and I have oft- 
en wished that he might have lived 
to see the streets of his town now, 
every one of them perfect. transform- 
Ing the place, as he said it would do, 
through this agency and the prideful 
improvements that go with it. from 
an overgrown, uncouth country vil- 
lage to a little city whose beauty Is 
famed all over the United States. 


AUGUSTUS LEDYARO SMITH 
A man who with George Peabodv 


shared particular prominence In Ap 
pleton was Augustus Ledyard Smith, 
or Gus Smith, as he was familiarly 
called. He was a, courtly gentleman 
ind Mrs. Smith, a most gifted 
ond 


charming woman, was the town's ac- 
knowledged social leader. The parties 
and leceptions 
In 
their 
beautiful 


home wece the most brilliant Apple- 
ton knew. 
Their two manly, hand- 


some sons were the envy nnd despair 
of all the other hoys when they came 
home on vacations from Harvard, re- 
splendent in skin-tight trousers and 
toothpick shoes, and, marvel of mar- 
vels, marching along the street smok- 
ing- bulldog briar pipes'—pipes, which 
up to then only teamsters had been 
known to pjiioke in public! Gus Smith 
•uas one of the few men, who. up to 
a certain point, or more strictly after 
a certain point, never permitted bus- 
iness to interfere with pleasure. That 
•^ero hour was four o'clock In the aft 
ernoon. "Up to four o'clock, business, 
after four o'clock, skat," though the 
heavens fall! Thnt was his rule. If 
he were in conference at four o'clock, 
though it was not called "In confer- 
ence" then, the conference would be 
adjourned, and 
Gus 
would 
hurry 


around the corner to the club, where 
the other three members of hi1? skat 
table would be waiting for him

he threw open the door he would

resources, but he had a gift of for- 
ward looking and a persuasive wav 
of making other men see his visions 
and help finance them. 
He owned j 


a real estate subdivision at the east- 
ern side of the cltv which he wanted 
to sell to home makers, but it wa« i 
further from the r-enter of the t ova's | 
activities than people wanted to go 
without special means of tiansporta- 
tion. The newspapers had been say- 
ing that a man named Vanderpoel, 
somewhere In the en^t, had built an 
electric stieet car and wanted to get 
someone to tiy it. Judge Harriman 
communicated with Vanderpoel, and 
to make a long story short, contract- 
ed with him to furnish equipment for 
a line to be built through our town. 
The day for the opening of the new 
line and testing of the equipment was 
one of the most exciting our town 
ever knew. The car. which compared 
with present electric cars, would Vie 
considered a vory small affair, cai ried 
its single motor on the front platform, 
the power being transmitted to the 
front axle bv means of a chain. There 
•were two trollev wlies instead of one. 
for at that time the current was 
not returned to the generating station 
thiough the rails. On the two trolley 
Vihes rode a small four-wheeled trol- 
ley, which was pulled along by the 
car through the medium of the flex- 
ible cable bringing the current from 
the wires to the motor of the 
car. 


Frequently in rounding a corner the 
trolley would Jump the 
wires 
and 


eonif- down on the roof of the car with 
\ terrific crash. "When the time came 
foi" the trial trip Inventor Vanderpoel 
invited all spectators who could get 
aboard, to do so—and the invitation 
was accepted literally. Probably no 
street car before or since ever as-

LYMAN E. BARNES 


One of the three other players us- 


ually found at Gus Smith's skat table 
was Lyman E. Barnes, one of the 
city's principal attorneys.

She Should Regulate Life so 


Child Will Be Strong and 


Healthy

If the baby were able to tell us his 


troubles, to say for example whether 
he is too hot or too cold, whether he 
Is suffering from hunger or colic, 
or cramped by an Ill-fitting diaper, the 
task both of the mother and the ba- 
by's doctor would bB much easier 


Unfortunately the little fellow man 


Ifests his complaints in a language 
•which can be undei stood onlj- by long 
study and careful observation To in 
terpret this language Should be the 
study of every conscientious mother 
If she learns to know 
the 
babjr's 


needs. Interpret 
his 
behavior, and 


recognize without delay the signs of 
approaching- danger, many serious ill 
nesses will be avoided 


Such information will not enable 


her to omit medical attention for the 
baby. In fact It is usually the mother 
•who Is beat Informed in the matter of 
Infant care -who calls the doctor for 
seemingly trivial ailments 
She has 


learned that prevention is cheaper anc 
safer than cure 


Mother Should Watch Health 


Every expectant 
mothei is anxiou 


that her baby shall be strong and well 
•when It comes Into the vvorld 
For 


this reason It Is irppor-tant that her 
own life b» regulated with end in 
View. 


First of all attention should be giv- 


en to her diet, for the state of nutri- 
tion of the mother has a. direct bear 
Ing upon the nutrition of the baby 
Assuming that net- diet has previous 
ly been » sensible one, tners 5s no 
reason, why 
any 
marked 
change 


should be made. Least of all should 
1-ard and fast rules be given. Indi- 
vidual tastes vary widely so that what 
la tempting- and agreeable to one may 
"be repulsive to another. "What Is 
lly digested by one may cause acute 
distress In anotherv 


In general It mav be said that plain 


nutritious, palatable food, which in 
eludes relatively llttlg meat, a fair 
amount of eggs and 
milk, and an 


abundanca of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables la usually best Foods -which 
hare been found to produce Indlges 
tlon should be avoided. If the taking 
of a, full meal causes discomfort, It 
can usually be overcome bv taking 
smaller amounts at more freauent In- 
tervals. The popular notion that the 
prospective mother must eat for two 
often results In aer overloading her 
Btomach -with a resulting Indlg-estlon 
Before the fifth month there Is no 
heed of any Increase In the diet ani! 


rea Inthe later months the Increasa 


should be relatively little. The appe- 
tite Is usually a safe guide. 


EAT FOOD YOU DESIRE! 


One often hearf the remark that 


an -unsatisfied craving tor some par- 
ticular article of food will result In 
the baby's being marked. This belief 
is utterly without foundation. If some 
unusual food Is desired it may be tak 
en unless positively harmful But fall 
Jng t° satisfy the craving win In no 
tvay mark or Injure the baby
